Tie Building Completely De 
stroyed at a Loss of $50,000. 

Hw Caftollc Seminary Adjacent at 
One Time Threatened.

Mli.WAf kkk, Wis., Dec. 13. — A large 
Are awss- raging in the suburb of St. 
Francis, and is at this hour (10 o'clock) 
not yet under oontrol. The St Aemll- 
lanus •rphajj asylum it oompletely de- 
stroyed, and it la possible that the 
flames may spread to the Catholic seto- 
lnary, which is separated from fee 
asylum only by a small creek. The 
wind ia blowing a gale, anil all com- 
munication by wire is interrupted. 

Close to the asylum are the chapol, 
the printing oflice and a barn, which 
are all built in the shape of a triangle. 
The fire started in the printing office 
at 0 o'clock. At this hour all employes 
stopped work and the pressman, Chris 
Puhrmann, accidently knocked over a 
lamp, which exploded. He tried to 
extinguish the fire by throwing 
clothes over the flames, but at the 
same instant the door was thrown open 
by the etorm, while the draft carried 
the flames to the ceiling, which the 
next moment was on fire. The press- 
man rushed out of the building and 
called for help, but as there is no tire 
department at SU Francis, the flames 
ate their way to other parts of the 
building. In it there were 192 boys, 
ranging in are from three to fifteen. 
They all marched out in good order, 
and no one was hurt 

Aa there waa no fire apparatus, a 
bucket brigade waa formed and help 
asked ' from thia eity. Engine Corn- 
pan iea 8 and 10 were ordered to the 
scene of the fire, but they were abso- 
lutely powerless. The building with 
all Its contents burned to the ground, 
and the firemen directed their efforta 
,to save the seminary and other adjoin- 
' ing buildings. It ia snowing now, and 
hope la entertained that the efforta of 
the fire department will be successful. 

At 11:30 p. m., the Are was under 
control. The firemen succeeded in 
preventing the Are from spreading 
the seminary. The asylum is co 
pletely destroyed. The loss will 
amount lo $50,000 and is fullv insured. 
As soon as possible the building will 
be re-erected.
